During thu* yo.ir 1914/l-‘» the war contlniieJ to doininate tin alTaira 
o[ the Manipur State. Tlu* Japanese having heen cleared from State 

territory, Iniphal became an important base for the further advance of 
our armies into llunna. Hundreds of thousands of tro(tps poured into 
the area and the rcsourcei. of the State were strained to their utt.r- 
most in providing supplies to the Local Purchise organisations and lab air 
for Military works. The circulation of money increased to an extent 
never dreamt of '“in Manipur and prices continued at an abnormally 
intiated level. 

The army requirements of accomodation led to over KhOOt) houses 
being requisitioned and the provision of accomodation for th(‘ families 

ejected produced a serious problem. 

The main object of the administrati m throughout t!ie year was to 

bring some order out of the chaos which followed on the events of the 

preceding year with the Japanese invasion and the siege of Imphal. 

IIULING FAMIM. 

Throughout the year II. II. the Alaharaja was on tour for one month 
and five days, visiting I’alel. Mayang Imphal, Thanga, Komlakhong,. 
Keibul Lamjao, Paimn, Sugunu, Chairen and l^Ioiiang. 

The second Rani gave birth to a daughter on Xov. dtith, 1!>H. 

On December 12th, I'.HI, having just returned from the Chamber 

of Princes at New Delhi, His Highness attended the Investiture Cere- 
mony at the 11. Q., IJth Army, held by H. K. the Viceroy and was 
granted an interview by His Excellency. 

Among distinguished visitur.s to the State were His Excdleicy the 
Governor of Assun who came in June of Jbl-o and II. II. tlio 

Maharaja of Jaipur who .stayed with H. H. th* Alaharaja in tiio 

previous Alarch.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


During the year under repoi t Mr. Lydall, i. c. s., of the Indian rolitical 
Service, was Piesident of the Manipur State Darbar. Sjt. H. Birnhari 
Singh held the Post of Assistant P. M. S. D. ( State OHice ) throughout 
the year. 

The Administrative Darbar held 3t> meetings. A list of British Indian 
acts, rules and ordinances introduced in the StaU* 1)etween ]>7*11 and 
30-6-15 is given in Appendix LIII and that of high State Officials in 
Appendix I. 

LAND REVENUE. 

Sjt. R. K. Setu Singh, B. A., Sub-Deputy (Collector, was Land Revenue 
Officer throughout the year and he held the charge of Paddy Collection 

work in addition to this work. Sjt. Praphulla Chandra Chatferjee, 

B. A., Sub-Deputy Collector, was Land Settlement Officer. The charge 

of the office was common to both the officers, but its management 
was entrusted to the Land Settlement Officer. 

Sjt. Ch. Lala Singh, B. A., was appointed assistant Sub- Deputy Collector 
on 11-1-11. 

The Field Stall' remained at o Kanungoes and 31 Amins. In addition 
to their ordinary duties they were engaged in measurenunil of lioubcs 
occupied by the military and the assessment of rental thereon. 

In the Daryabiidi survey 3,02'> bigbas (2,318 acres) of land were 

measured, 6,7(),i)Il bighas (2,21,780 hcres ) of land were already under 
rayatvvuri settlement. 

The Collection Stall remained unchanged up to 31-12-11 at •*> Lakpas, 
5 clerks, 25 mohorirs and 13 peons and a temporary stall of 10 mohorirs 
-and 25 pivnis. Due to the introduction of Tabshil system ( vide D. R. 
No. 12 of 2i)-Il>15 ), since 1-1-15 the collection stall has lieeu running 
with 5 Tahshildars, 5 clerks, 30 mohorirs and 73 peons, the temporary 
staff being abolished. 

The rates of assessment of land revenue has beeh doubled vide ( 1). B. 
No. 10 of 28-3-15 ). The percentage of current revenue collection in the 
valley during the year was 73'09l! receipts e.vcluding Rs. 5,268/- creclited 
after the year closed, totalled Ks. 8,94,0-12 and comprised Bs. 1,27,726 
of arrear demand and lis. 7,66,316 of the current demand, Be. 12,636 of 
arrear deman 1 and Bs. 18,687 of the current demand being remitted as 
irrecoverable and further Be. 11,390 on account of damage to crop.s by 
flo<jd and Bs. 1,1-5,658 on account of A. R. M. area. Remission thus 
totalled Bs. 1 87,786. 

Sale oases in respect of 44,4-5G defaulting e.slates were instituted in 
order to realise Bs. 1,31,852. Of this amount R;. 60,526 was realised 
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before the date of ^ale and lie. 17,287 by sale, 1(),C2() being remitted 
as irrecoverable. During the year sale cases in respect of 82,002 estates 
were disposed of and cases in respect of remained pending. Land 

settlement cases for disposal numbered 30,587, of this 5,384 were finished 
and 25,203 remained pending. The figures of case work are given in 
appendices V, VI and VII and of land revenue collection in Appendix XI.

TIIK MANIPUR STATE MILITARY J'OLICE. 

During the year under report Mr. T. V. Clark, I. P., continued to hold charge 
of the S. M. I*. Uepartiiient up to 7. 8. 41 and itlr. J. A. Edward, 1. P., 
held command from 8. 8. 11 to 22. 11. 41 from which date Mr. S. J. 

Duncan took charge of the S. M. 1*. Department up to 16. 1. 15, Mr. 

G. A. 'Webster, I. J‘. held command from 17. 1. 45 to the end of the year. 

Sjt. Salam Kharahi Singh reniiiued as Sudedar of the S. M. P. 
until 11. 1. 45 and Sjt. Thingujam Amubi Singh held the charge of 

the snmu throughout the rest of the \ear. 

A tletuil of the force is attached. 

The total cost “of the maintenance of the force was Rs. 5 1,5 ID, '3/0. 
THE CIVIL POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. T. V. Clark, I. I*., Superintendent of Police, Manipur State, held 
the charge of the Civil Police Department from the beginning of the 
year under review until 7. 8. 44, Mr. J. A. Edwards, I. P., from 

8. 8. 44 to 21. 11. 44, Mr. S. J. Duncan from 22. II. 44 to 10. ]. 45 

and Mr. G. A. Webster, 1. P., from 17. 1. 45 up to the end of the year. 

'I'he sanctioned strength of the force were 1 Inspector, 4 Sub-Inspectors, 
8 Asst. Sub- Inspectors, 1 Station- Writer and Pound Keeper, and (>7 
constables. Besides this there were 2 Sub-Inspectors, 12 Asst. Sub. 

Inspectors, 4 Literate constables and 4 constables temporarily employed 
throughout the year as in the previous year. 

There w'ere also 238 village chowkidars (10 of thorn in JirilKini ) 
giving a ratio *of police, 'including chowkidars, to population of one to 
1004 95. In addition to the police statnms— one at Imphal, one at Jirihain, 
and another at ThoulKil, a fourth police station w'as opened on 4. 9. 44 

at Moirang. A p<dice out-post w'as opened at Mayang-Imphal in January, 

1945 to assist the new Revenue Tahsil. The ultimate object is to open a 
police station as soon as necessary buildings are ready. Another out-post 
was also opened at Bisheupur at the ^aule time fur tiie »>ame purpose 
and it is intended that when buildings are complete, Moirang P. S. Avill 
move to Bishenpur. One Police out-post was opened at Mao during 
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February, 19^5 and another at Pallel in July, to oontrol civilian 

traiho on Diniapur Manipur Huad as well as on Uurina Hand. 

Of the total cost of Us. l,35,58o-4-3, a sum of Us. 70,825-11*0 was 
spent on Establi^hmuut pay, Ks. 13,185-13-0 on pay of temporary Kstablish- 
roeut, Its. 17,201-0-0 on pay of the S. P., Hs. 2,301-2-0 cn Tra- 
velling Allowance of Establishment, its. 812-12-0 on the Travelling 
Allowanou of tho S. 1*. and Its. 25,218-14-3 on contingencies. 

Two appendices are enclosed giving particulars of crimes committed 
during the year and of the work done by the Police to suppress crnne, 

JUDICIAL. 

In the year ending 3(tth June, 104-5, Srijnt Hajkiimar lihaskar SiJigh 
was in charge of this department up to 7-1-15. Srijut Kamakhy.-iram 
llarooah, B. A., B. L., joined hi.s post as the Chairman of tho Chief Court 
on 8-1-45 and held charge of the department from that datit up to the 
end of the year. Srijtit Samarendra Singh, B. A., who acted as a Judge 
of the Chief Court up to 7-1-15 reverted to the post of a Durbar Member 
after that date. 

2. Srijut Mayurdhwaja Singh, who was President of Cheirap Court, 
died on 2I-9-41-, Srijut .Nildhuaja Singh Avas appointed President of that 
court in hi.s place. Srijut Tliainl)al Singh, B. A., H. L., who was formerly 
iiieinber of the Sadar Panehayet Court w’as appointed a member of Cheiiap 
Court. Srijut Kharnba Singh, Suhedar of S. M. Police, was appointed 
hy the Appointments Board to be a member <>f the Sadar Panehayet 
Court in place of Srijut Thambal Singh. The Sadar Panchaud Court 
have been empowered to try civil cases up to the value of Bs. lOOO/- a-; 
a temporary measure, vide D. It. No. 11 of 8.11.44. 

3. There AVas a great increase in the Avork of this department during 
the year. In no previous year had the number of cases in each of the (’hief, 
Cheirap and Sadar Panehayet Courts risen to such high figures. All the 
courts had to Avork harder to cope Avith the situation. In the ease of 
Cheirap Court specially the members had to work e.\cet*dingly hard and 
yet the number of cases in this court has continued to l,e very high. 
The attacheil annual figures will show the Avork done hv each court 
in the year. The conditions under Avhich the com ts worked were very diilicult 
and the accumulation of arrears was largely unavoidable. 

4. The Foreigners’ Panehayet at Kangpokpi did not function after it 
had stopped work, in consequence of the enemy action and it is felt that 
the present circumstances do nut demand its re-establishment. Some of 
the rural pauchuxets suifered heavily from the disturbances due to enemy 
action and they sustained great losse.s by de.<truction or extensive damage 
to their houses, furniture, records of cases and registers et(!. It is highly 
creditable that in case of some panchayets some records, registers and 
furniture Avere saved by tho members of the staff even at great personal 
risks. The total of the losses sustained by the Panchayets is roughly 
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estimated at lls. 50,000/-. All the Puncliayets ha\e reopened the registers 
and as far as possible tried to reconstruct the old ones from available 
materials. 

5. The posts of a registrar, a typist and three additional ehaprassis 
were created in the office of the Chief Court with eil'ect from 1.G.*I5 
( vide D. R. No. 23 of 2o. k to ). Srijut Rajkuniar Nilmani Singh was 
promoted to the post of the Registrar. 

<). During the year the Chief Court sat on 2-Jl) da\s. Srijut K. R. 
Barooah Avas out on tour for 4 days, Srijut 11. K. Bhaskar Singh for 
13 days and Srijut L. lljoongohal Singh, B. A., B. L., for 10 days. 

7. I’l'oposals Avere .sulimitled to the Barbiir for reforms involving changes 
in the constitution and jurisdiction of the courts and the salaries of the 
members. These are under the consideration of His Highness. 

JAIL. 

There is only one prison in the Stale and it is at Tinphal. It was 
opened in lKlt2 and has a capacity of male convicts, 3 female convicts, 

-I- civil prisoners, 13 male lunatics and 3 female lnna1ic^. 

la the year under report Sjt. Hanjenbam Xodiachand Singh, B. A., 
Darbar Member, Manipur Stale, held charge of the Jail Department until 
y. 7. ll-, Mr. l‘h F. lodall, i. c. President, Manipur State Darbar, licld 
charge from 10-7^11 to 7-1-13 a.ssisled by Sjt. Mayengbani Radhainahan 
Singh, B. A., OU’g. Darhar Atemher, Alanipur State and Sjt. Sougaijani 
Soinorendra Singh, B. A., Darbar Member, held charg* from S-]- 13 to 
the end of the year. 

The Jail Stall' consist of one Jailoi*, 4 Assistant Jailors, one Chief 
Head AVarder, 4 Head AVardevs, 31 AVarders, 10 Temporary NA'arders 
and 3 other servants. 

The number of prisoners remaining from the previous year Avas 100 
male convicts, 112 male undertrials and 13 male ImmticK.

ARTS & ORAFTS 

The Arts & Crafts Department luis been defunct since Jlay 10, 194i2 
due to enemy action. The Oflice building was destroyed during 
the first bombing of Jmphal at which records, eijuipment, and every- 
thing were completely destroyed. Mr. T. A. Sharpe, 1. G. S., the then 
Tresident recimstiucted its accounts with great dilliculty. 

The Department W’as reorganised in January and the OHicc was 

housed ill ti r-)Om of the Land Uevenue Olllco building. Sjt. .V. Ibotom- 
cha Singh, U. \A., B. L., held charge of the department and became the 
Textile (Commissioner of Manipur. It was started with a small stall’. 
Sjt. Y. Nihimaui Siugh was the only clerk having previous e-xperi- 
ence of the ..krts & Crafts Olllce. His services as the he.ad clerk w'ero 
of much assistance in ruiiniug the Department which dealt sojely w’ith the 
handling of textiles. It was not possible for the Depirtment to manufac- 
ture and produce Hand Loom products as in pre-war da. s, owing to 
lack of yarn. 
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i^ccounts of the Department were debited to the M. j\I. Budget as 
there was not a separate Budget Head for it during the period under 
report. The total amount for drawal from the State was l,34,7y2/l-J</2 
against a credit of ^ 008/1/5, big advances lying with the Procuring 

Agents of cloths and yarn. 

PRESS & LIBRARY. 

During the year under review Sjt. W. Yumjao Singh, jMember in 
charge of the Slate I’rc.'ss, retired by the end of Pebruary, 10 14 and 
Sjt. M. Itadhamoban Singh, 11. A., OfFg. Member, W. S. 1)., took over 
charge of the Press. Sjt. L. Gopal Singh, B. A., continued to work as 
Superintendent of the l*ress, throughout the year. 

The machinery consists of one Wharfedale printing machine and other 
inachines for cutting, ruling, paging and perforating. 

In addition to the u.snal routine works, the State Press did many 
printing vvork.s for A. It M., Manipur State War Front, Post Ollice 
Small Savings Scheme, Army and Government at short notices. In con- 
sequence, f.ome 1(5,000 text books could only he ]ninled. A large c’duea- 
tional prognimnie for supply of thousands of School books is still lying 
unattended to. 

Shortage of Press requisites, stringent paper position and wartime 
curtailment of ollice working hours hampeied the progress of Press 
works. Jt is hq.wever noticed that a steady progress was maintained. As 
the duplicating Juacdiine is not in workable condition, it could not 
supplement tlm Printing Press. Application of electric power to the printing 
machine and mainltnance of a second machine were considered necessary. 

Towards the later part of the year the machine and binding sections began 
working daily from 8-30 A, Jll. on week days to mt.*et Die increa.sing 
demand. 

Private works brought iu a sum of Ks 4(50/8/0 only. 

ARCHAEOLOGY. 

Manipur having been an operational area, it was not po.ssil)le for 
•Sjt. Yumjao Singh to continue his investigations into the past history of 
the State or his excavations at Shangaithen. 

EORESTRY. 

•Charge : — Sreejut Arambam Iboongotomcha Singh, B. A., 11. L., Alember, 
Manipur State Darbar, continued to hold charge of the Forest 
Depai-tmeut throughout the year under report. He was on tour 
for 22 days. 

Sreejut K. K. llijoychandra Singh, B. A., D. 1). R., uoutinued 
to hold charge of the post of the State Forest Oflicer in his 
olTiciatiug capacity throughout the year under report. He was on 
tour for 52 days. 




Sreejilt Moirangtheiu Guiiainaui Sin^h continued to hold charge 
of the Jirimukh Range Office in his officiating capacity as the 
Range Officer throughout the year under report. 

Cases : — There wei*e 17 cases pending at the beginning of the year and 
during the year under report 818 oises ivere filed and reported. 
Ont of the.se cases 797 cases were disposed of and 38 cases re- 
mained pending in the evening of 3()th June, 1945. Over and 
above these there were 22 Offence Reports pending at the begin- 
ning of the year and 243 Offence Reports were reported during 
the year under report. Out of these Offence Reports, 218 Offence 
Reports were disposed of and 47 Offence Reports remained pend- 
ing. 40 Notices and 571 Parawanas were issued during the year 
under report. 2 Appeals were preferred against the order of the 
Forest Member, Manipur State Darbar. 

Reserves : — No new State Forest Reserve was constituted during the year 
under report and there was no change in tlie working plan. 
Jlut one proposal for reservation of the area from “ Khema 
Chingjin to Nougreng Chingjin ” has been sulujiitted to the 
I ’resident, JIanipur State Darbar ( S. O. ) for obtaining Darbar’s 
sanction (vide Forest Oflice Memo No. W. F. / Org. dated 

14-2- 15 ), but linal .sanction has nut been accorded. Certain Blocks 
in the Kanglatongbi Kangpokpi Reserve we.ro leased out to tlie 
contractors jpf L. P. O. No. 0 on his recomniendalion to cut 
lire-wood on payment of fixed rate of royalty and monopoly fee. 
Permits to cut buUie.s and timbers from certain Slate Reserved 
Forests were issued on payment of royalty and monopoly fee. 
The collection from this head including the sale of fuel coupes 
was Its. 75,301-8-0 as against the .sum of R-s. 9,745- 15'() collected 
during the previous year. 

Grass Mahals : — The system of assessing the valley village land and the 
fishery us grass inahal still continued during the year under re- 
port. In most cases the boundaries of grass mahals coincide with 
those of the village lands and fisheries. The royalty on grass is 
thus realised by an out-right .sale i. e. hy auctioning the mahals 
individually. The sale proceeds were Rs 1,10,987-8-0 as against 
the previous year’s fis. 19,343/-. Out of this amount, the Manipur State 
Darlmr ha.s kindly remitted a sum Rs. 13,865-8 0 on account of the 
estimated sale proceeds of those grass mahals re<]uisitioned by the 
A. ll. M. for rebuilding the houses of those civilians whose house's 
had been destroyed during the last enemy invasion. A sum of Rs. 
10,813-0-0 remained uncollected during the ywir under report. 

Toll Stations : — Running departmentally of two toll stations namely Sek- 
mai and Sawombimg continued as i’cp)rted in the previous year. 
The collection from this head including the collection from Sekmai 
and Sawombung Toll Stations ( the total collection of these two 
'I'oll Stations being Rs. 27,903-5-9 ) and the balanced amount of 
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lls ‘iOlj- \\hich reiuainvd uiicollectod during the previi)us year 
AVHH Kb 39,27 as a^^aiiist the sitin of Us 7,423/- collected 

during the previous year. 

Jiri-Borak F Orests ; — The Jiri'Borak Forests continued to be run by the 
State through her own Forest Department. The royalty received 
from the Divisional Forest Oilicer, Cachar Di\isiiin, on account oC 
the 4 share of the royalty collected by him on the Forest produce 
of JirMlorak Forests wa.s Us. o, 1 12*2-0 as against the sum of 
V». 7)/.)77-2-0 remitted in the previous year. The royally collected 
at Jirimukh Itangc Office and Jirighat Beat Office was Us. 2(5,641-()-() 
as against the sum of -Us. 22,119-2-11 only collected in the pre- 
vious year. 

Dilonopoly : — Jade mine remained uiKsold as before. The collection under 
this head was Us. 1,370-0-0 including the arrear Iwilance of 
Us. 300-0-0 which remained uncollected during the nrevioius year 
as against U*. lil-ju-o-O collected during the previous year. 

Lime-pits : — The INIanipuri lime pits were sold on monopoly basis as 
stated in the previous year. The sale proceeds of this monopoly 
was U«. 0,375/- including the sum of lb. 1,275/- which remained 
uncollected as balance during the prcviotis jear as against the 
sum of Ub. 3,H25/- collected during the previous year. 

Alisc. Forest llevenue : — Permits to out bullies and timbers from the un- 
classed^ Slate Forests in the valley ( i. c. Khas lands) were issued 
on payment of royalty and monopoly fees and surcharge fees <»n 
Forest produce extracted from sidtled land also u'cn* realisetl 
according to the .schedule rates.

Profits are 
a.ssumed at 20% of the total proceeds of the annual transactions. 

Trading Licence Fees are chargeable on .the foreigners’ trading 
in the State at Rs. 25/- and Rs. 10/- a year according to the size 
of the business in addition to any income tax payable. Trading 
Licence Fees for a year arc payable within the same year. 

The year opened with an arrear demand of Rs. 3,91,180/1/3.

EDUCATION. 

Trimary Schools Sjt. W. Yumjao Singli, .’tfember, Jlanipur State 
Darbar, was in charge of the Department untd March 2, IDtj and Sjt. 
M. Radhamohan Singh, H. A., Ottg. Member, Manipur State Darbar, for 
the rest of the year under report. Sjt. L. Thagoi Smgh, 13. A,, continued to 
officiate as Deputy Inspector of Schools, lie was on tour for (iS days 
and the 2 Sub-Inspectors of Schools for 137 and 130 days respectively. 
During the year 3 meetings of the EducJition Standing Committee were held. 

The number of schools, functioning in the valley during the year was 
87 with an over-all enrolment of 8, 399 as against 1,755 for the pre\iou.s 
year, an increase of appro.vimately 75 p. c. 'I’heso 87 SchooU include 3' 
U. P. Schools, (59 boys’ L. P. Schools, 4 Girls’ Schools, 1 Tol and 10 
Madrassas. 

The total number of teachers for all these Schools was 183 including 
7 Matriculates, 19 Maulvis and 2 Sanskrit I’andits. 

During the year some schools were destroyed and some in Military 
occupation. So they luvd to carry on in private houses which are being 
paid for by the State. The State is going ahead with the task of refur- 
nishing and rehabilitating such and other affected schools and many school- 
buildings need reconstruction or repair. 

U. P. Schools: — The throe U. P. Schools are Invited in Imphal and 
ptovide for the education up to Class IV of candidates who have passed 
the L. P. Scholarship Examination. During the year 130 candidates sab 

t-.v. and 07 came out successful. , 
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L. P. Schools:— Ot the 094 Ijoys* L. P. Schools 15 are located iu 

Imphal, 5 in Jiribaui and the rest in the village. During the year there 
were 6,721 children on the rolls of these schools as against 3,856 fur 
the previous year, the average daily attendance being 420!)*27 ( vide 

statistical returns in the Appendix ). Unlike the preceding year, a 

regular L. P. Scholarship Examination was held after an interruption 
of 2 years under difRcullies of all sorts which taxed the ingenuity of 
the Staff. This Examinati(in covers Girls* and Madrassas as well. During 
the year 491 candidates sat for the E.xamination and 310 came out 
successful. 

Girls’ School : — There Avere 265 girls on the rolls of the 4 Girls* 
Schools. In addition there were 20 girls attending the other schools. 
During the year 37 girls sat for the L. P. Scholarship Examination 

and 32 came out successful. These include some private candidates. In 
addition 2 girls passed the U. P. Scholarship Examination. 

Tols ; — Of the 8 State Tols, only one i. e. Brahmpur Tol remained 
open. The Tols teach up to the title standard of Assam Sanskrit Hoard. 

During the year the centre at Imphal presented 15 candidates at the 

Assam Sanskrit Board’s various Examinations and <* came out succes.sful. 

Madrassas: — These provide for Muslims’ children exclusively and the 
curriculum include a course in Islamic Language in addition to those for 
Hindu L. P. .Schools. 

Education except iu U. P. Schools is free but nut compulsory. 

M. E. Schools: — 2 M. E. Schools viz, the Nambol & Keizia M. E. 

Schools functioned. The building of the latter school being in military 
occupation, the school continued to sit in the State Madrassa at Kherogao. 
The Nambol M. E. School receives a grant of Rs. 40/- p. m. and the 
Feizia M. E. School a grant of Ks. 20/- p. in. from the State. The 

Nambol M. E. school had 3 teachers and 96 pupils on the roll, while 

the Feizia M. E. had 2 teachers and 45 pupils on the roll. There is yet 
another M. E. school namely Canchipur Polytechnic school. This school 
had 8 teachers and 382 pupils on the roll. The school continued to be 
housed in a private shed. The school provides for teaching of such techni- 
cal subjects as carpentry, basket-making, envelope-making, embroidery etc. 

High Schools : — Among High Schools, the Johnstone High School and the 
Churachand High School were in operation. The former school continued to 
sit at the Plead Master’s residence at Khagemi>alli as the School building!^ 
were still iu army occupation. The School Vvas managed by a committee 
of 5 members w'ith the Political Agent as Chairman and Secretary. 

The School received an annual grant of R*. 7,000/- from the Manipur 
State and grants of Bs. GOO/- each from the India and Assam Govern- 
ments. The School was staffed by 9 teachers — 5 graduates, 2 I. A.’s and 
2 Matriculates. 

Out of 11 candidates who took the Matric, Examination, 8 passed 
and out of 198 who took the schools' annual examination, 161 pas-sed. 
The total enrolment, was 210, average daily attendance being 88'65%. 
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The C. C. High School, following occapatiun of the building by the 
Iriny, watt housed in the State (i. I*. School st Modoninohan with the 
IpprovaJ of the Education Mcinl)er. The School was managed by a co n* 
inittce of 4 Members including 2 Darbar Members. The School re- 
ceived a grant of He. I a, yoa,i' from the State, which was increa.sed 
py 40% in view of the hard conditions obtaining in the State. 'L'he School 
liras staffed by 12 teachers — 4 graduates, 8 under graduates, 3 Matricu- 
ates, 1 Hindi teacher and 1 Maulvi Matriculate. 

6 candidates took and passed the Matric. Examination in the 8rd 
Division. The number of pupils on the rolls of the Sehool was 2G7. 

.Appendices XLVII & XLVllI gi\o details of various schools in the State. 

Hill schools: — In the Hills most of the schools were reopened late 
jjn the year after the Japanese had withdrawn. 

In the Sadar Sub-division 11 Primary schools were in operation and 
ihere were some 2U scholars from this Sub-divisi(»n. 

In the Ukhrul Sub-divLsion, 1 M. E., 1 U. 1'., 8 L. P. and 18 village 
schools wore in operation, 'l'he total enrolment for these schools was 303 
including 11 for the M. E. School, and the number of teachers was 33 

including 11 fur the M. E. School. 

In the Tamenglong Sub-division 1 M. E., 1 U. P., 1 L. P. and 14 

village schools weie at work, 'l’he total enrolnimit for these schools was 
434 including 1U5 for the M. E- and the number of teachers was 2<> 
including 8 for the E. School. 

PUHLIC AVOHKS. 

'l'he execution of Public Works was more or less at a standstill as 
the Army had reguihitioiied all the state workshops and plant. Some 
50,01)0/- was spent on the m.'iintenance of river bunds and some 35,000/- 
011 the shingling of Katcha Uoads. 

A new road was opened from the existing ICakching Khuuou Road 
to Pukshri Laukon at a cost of 02,000/-.

Hoth the State AVator-works and the Hydro-Electric Scheme were 
under the management of the military throughout the year.
